Magnificent and Beautiful Scenes at 


the Grand Army Reunion 


at Buffalo Today. 


Buffalo, N. Y., August 25.—When the 


morning gun on the ramparts of Fort 
Porter boomed its salute for the new day, 
the sun was obscured by banks of fleecy 
clouds. Soon, however, a rift came and 
the snn red and glorious, flashed on the 
spires and domes of tho city and found a 
kindred coloring in myriads of fiajg. 


At 10.30 o'clock the command to march 


was given and the procession moved. To 
tho roll of innumerable drums, with a 
blare of trumpets, the crash of cymbals 
and screeching of fifes, 20,000 members of 
ihe Grand Army of the Republic, headed 
by the president of the nation and Com- 
mnnder-in-Chief Clarkson, took triumph- 
ial way through the sea of elbowing and 
cheering people. 


The sidewalks on each-side of the main 


streets as far as the eye couldTeach, were 
filled with solid masses of people. From 
every window faces beamed and the roofs 
had a stirring population. In the Great 
Square in front of the Erie County bank 
and at the great improvised grand stand 
the immensity of the crowd was seen for 
the first time to be fully appreciated. 


The arch of welcome was in the form of 


the' letter "A" with "G" and "K" stand- 
ing out to the right and left like great 
wings of red and blue. In the stand 
formed by the crosspiece of the "A" was 
stationed the band which played "Hail to 
the Chief," as the president of the United 
States and commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic passed 
through the monster portals. 


Once clear from the portals of this arch, 


the president saw before him a great Jiv- 
ing shield and caught tho sound of music 
of 2000 young voices, lifted in national 


anthems. On Delaware aveuue, famed as 
one of the great residence streets of the 
country, was a bevy of fair young girlss 
gowned in colors of the flag and weighed 
down with the finest flowers that the gar- 
dens of Buffalo could produce. Handful 
after handful, basketful after basketful 
they scattered under the fact of the old 
soldiers,—under feet that had trudged 
bleeding ofttimes, on weary marches in 
the war of freedom. 


For the first time President Meliin- 


Jey's face showed emotions that its usual 
immobility conceals. For a moment he 
loosed to one side, and a warm kind smile 
animated his features as flowers dropped 
from dainty hands that tossed them. The 
president, then reviewed from the stand 
aad the parade was dismissed.

Foul Breath and How to Treat It. 
Foul breath comes from several causes 


—viz, digcstivodisturbanoos, bad teeth and 
certain forms of catarrh. If- foul diges- 
tion, it comes "from the stomach, und in 
that case tiio stomach should be washed 
out or otherwise, sweetened and a mild 
diet adopted until the stomach clears it- 
self. If from the teeth, it usually comes 
from a cavity in which food lodges and 
decomposes. ThUals deleterious to health, 
ueido from being disagreeable, and should 
bo reiuedied'by'uonsulting a good dentist. 
If from catarrh, it-is generally the atropio 
kind, in which there is usually a good 
deal of drynesfl -to the throat. The secre- 
tions booon»e>morbid and cliDg to the mu- 
cous membrane, decomposing and form- 
ing a crust, (Usually in the posterior narcs, 
or vault, of- the pharynx. This is a very 
troublesome form of catarrh and should 
lead to a consultation with a specialist. A 
spray of peroxide of hydrogen mixed with 
water, equal portions, will destroy all 
odors. An application of carbolized vaso- 
lino has also beau found to be of great 
service.—Home Doctor.

The three amazing Icelandic, Haitian 


and Parisian romances, "Han 
d'Islande," 


"Bug-Jargal," "Notre Dame de Paris," 
rounded a new school in the descriptive, 
grotesque, humorous, architectural stylo 
of fiction. 
"Cromwell" applied to the 


French stage in its celebrated preface the 
principles of free art, the mingling of 
tragic and.comic, grotesque and sublime, 
already richly Incarnated for England in 
the plays of the myriad minded Shake- 
speare und for Germany by Leasing. "Lee 
Orientnles" exquisitely reproduced an Im- 
aginative orientr-which.bad been flickering 
miragellko before the poet's fancy ever 
since his visit to Italy and, Spain and re- 
vealed thu wraith of rhythmic and musical 
resource latent in the Iniigunge and sim- 
ply awaiting the euohantar's wand to 
evoke it. 


"Hernani" (Verdi's opera of "Krnani") 


marked the triumph of romanticism, nt 
wliich Hugo was'ijuw the standard bearer, 
and brought about him-by its grand alex- 
andrine verse, its daring originality of 
form and treatment, its stietricirt and sty- 
listic radicalism and-iUs bold innovations 
of epeeoh and word1' an enthusiastic band 
of poets, painters, sculptors and men ol 
genius, all of whom yielded unbounded 
homage to the man who thus bade defiance 
to the old'classiciil traditions of the classic 
French.tragedy of Rncine and Corneillo. 
Donizetti turned Hugo's "Lucroce Borgia" 
into delightful, music and Verdi embalmed 
"Le Hoi P'Amuse" in h^ "Rigolctto." 
In "Ruy Blus," "a supovb poetic evoca- 
tion of a decaying monarchy," Spain 
puissant and reminiscent comes up again 
wonderfully poetized by an imagination 
absolutely magnificent. —Cha-utauquan.

Yesterday was the day for the Grand 


Army,-ol the Republic to pay tribute to 
the President of the United States-, one 
of their comrades, and with sucli fervor 
did they perform that duty that the af- 
ternoon will-go down in the memory of 
thr.se who witnessed it as the banner day 
of the encampment. Prom the moment 
that the special train that bore the presi- 
dent to the city arrived until he retired 
it was one glorious and spontaneous 
glorification, an<J President McKinley 
eaid that he had never before half ap- 
preciated 
th 
warmth of sentiment 


amongst the veterans. From the depot 
to the Niagara hotel, a distance of two 
miles the streets were lined « 1th people, 
and at the hotel, M here is a steal square 
in front, the police and soldiers from the 
ntar-hy barracks, even with the re-en- 
forcement of extras, had difficult work 
to keep the multitude in position. Even 
when, with Mrs. McKinley and Governor 
Black, the president hacKentered the 
hotel and vanished from sight there fol- 
lowed after him the cheers of the peo- 
ple until he had to come to the bnlcony, 
where, after some sort of order had been 
restored, he said: 


I come to greet you and to thank you 
at the same time fox your generous •« el- 
come. The Grand Army of the Republic 
seems to be on foot today, butnot carry- 
ing arms. Those were long since la'id 
aside, and the Grand Army of the Re- 
public is today dedicated to peace (ap- 
pluse) and the Union forever. I am glad 
to be m the city of Buffalo with my com- 
rades of '61 and '65 ancl my comrades 
now. 
I thank you all and bid you good 
aftei noon.

The Reed murder mystery is still looked 


upon by the eastern press as a source of 
sensations and yesterday representatives 
of Boston papers were in the city digging 
up all the small details possible to find in 
the hope of stumbling on something big. 
They were sadly disappointed for their 
efforts resulted in nothing but what is 
known in newspaper parlance as "drags" 
columns filled with wind. 


The open letter from Chief Kendall, 


published in THE TKAN.SCKIPT yesterday 
in which ths chief asks anyone having in- 
formation to oome and give it and he will 
protect them from annoyance and harm 
by keeping their information confidential, 
is construed by some to mean that the of- 
ficers are at their wits end in the case. 
Whatever may be said of the letter 
the writing of it proves the 
officers 


are not 
leaving 
a stone unturned 


in their efforts to detect the perpetrator 
of the bloody crime. 


The officers have beeusvorking unceas- 


ingly since the crime was committed. 
! Much of the work that they have done 


they preferred to keep to themselves, but 
they freely admit that it has yieleed no 
results. 
Despite the assertions of the 


officers that the work has yielded uo re- 
sults, the public feel that there is con- 
siderable in the hands of the officers that 
no one knows about but themselves. 
There is not one thing that the officers 
have discovered that has not been given 
to the public in the newspapers. 


The clothing that was seized early in 


the case from a certain house, the pistol 
takeu and the finding of the bloody shirt 
on the Clatkaburg road have all been 
mode public. 
No one knows whether 


these will be of any value in the case, as 
much depends on whether they are spot- 
ted with human blood. In the ease of the 
shirt found in the woods bordering the 
Clarksburg road eveu that information 
would be of little value, for the officers 
do not know to whom it belongs and have 
uo way ot determining. It is understood 
the shirt has not distinctive mark that 
would leads to its identification. 


The officers went to the Reed house aud 


fired four shots at the place where it is 
believed the murderer of Miss Reed stood1 
The object was to see if the reports would 
be heard by neighbors. Some reports 
have been heard from the shooting, but 
none from persons at near distances. The 
officers wore not satisfied that the shots, 
that, killed Miss Reed could have been 
fired without seme neighbors hearing 
them. 


Thomas B. Reed of Chicago, brother of 


Henry P. Reed and the youngest one of 
the Reed family, arrived yesterday, and 
will stay east for two weeks. It was 
thought at first that Mr. Reed could not 
be located. 
Telegrams were sent to 


him and failed to reach him. A letter 
sent by H. P. Hapgood of Peru, Vt., found 
him, and he hurried east aa fast as possi- 
ble. Mr. Reed, of course, can throw no 
light on the crime or the probable motive. 
He had nod had relations with his North 
Adams relatives for years. What he knew 
of them was entirely complimentary to 
them. Now that he is east, he will visit 
most of his relatives. He wants all possi- 
ble done to apprehend the murderer of 
his brother and sister. 


Mr. Reed was expected by Mr. Hap- 


good. He was present when an early 
tram arrived yesterday but Mr. Reed did 
not alight. He was present when the 
evening trin arrived and a peculiar cir- 
cumstance arose. A man alighted whom 
he thought was Mr. Read. 


He stepped up to him. "Is this Mr. 


Reed?" he asked, tapping him on the 
shoulder. 


"Yes." 
"From Chicago 1" 
"Yes." 
"I've been 
wailing for you since 1 


o'clock," said Mr. Hapgood. 
"Let me 


have your valise.3' 


"Oh, no, I'll carry it," said Mr. Reed. 


"It's hsavy." 


Mr. Hapgood insisted and carried the 


grip, which weighed him down. Mr. 
Keed of Chicago had very little to say. 
Mr. Hapgood attributed this to the cir- 
cumstances under which he had come to 
Massachusetts, 
Mr. Hapgood tried to 


make things as pleasant as possible, and 
while struggling along under the big 
valise, told Mr. Reed the details of the 
murder. 


The man from Chicago looked sur- 


prised, "My brother," he said, stopping 
at the corner of Main street, after having 
walked several blocks. "There must be 
some mistake here." 


"Mistake," said Mr. Hapsrood. "Aren't 


you Mr. Reed?" 
" "Yes." 


"Thomas Reed?" 
"No; William Reed." 
And the man 


from Chicago handed out a card which 
showed he was in the leather business, 
and spelled his name Reid. Thomas P. 
Reed had arrived earlier and had gone to 
the Richmond house, carrying his own 
valise. 


Major J. W. Symonds of Brandon, Vt., 


is in this city looking after the interest 
of Carnii Reed's heirs. There are three 
of them. The eldest son of Carmi Reed, 
John Reed, served under Mr. Symonds in 
the Vermont national guards, and a 
friendship sprung up that has been the 
cause of the major being selected to rep- 
resent the heirs. The major will return 
home today or tomorrow. Nettie Tasker 
of Hillsborobridge, N. II., one of Carmi 
Reed's heirs arrived in the city today. 


Miss Jennie Ray, in whom much inter- 


est of the case has centered, is in the city 
and at her employment. Miss Ray has 
nothing to say about the case, nor any- 
thing to say about Mr. Heed's business 
that would interest the public. She wishes 
to be left in quiet. Her interests are in 
the hands of C. J, Parkhurst. It will be 
remembered lhat records of mortgages in 
Miss Ray's name were found at the city 
clerk's office

be sure and send by trufity teamster all 
the rum and sugar that could be spared.
